N ONE of the most eloquent speeches ever delivered before the 
German Reichstag, Prince Bismarck said, ‘‘ The success of the 
United States in material development is the most illustrious 
of modern times. The American nation has not only success- 

fully borne and suppressed the most gigantic and expensive war of 
all history, but immediately afterward it disbanded its army, found 
employment for all its soldiers and marines, paid off most of its 
debt, gave labor and homes to all the unemployed of Europe as fast 
as they could arrive within its territory, and still by a system of 
taxation so indirect as not to be perceived, much less felt. Because 
it is my deliberate judgment that the prosperity of America is due 
to its system of protective laws, I urge that Germany has now 
reached that point where it is necessary to imitate the tariff system 
of the United States.’’ This is the way the Germans see us. 

A recent issue of the London Hrpress reliects the English view. 
Says the press: ‘‘ America’s reward for protecting the labor of 
her teeming millions is a record of prosperity without parallel in 
the history of the world. Is Britain to follow her example, or is 
she to continue to fall backward among the civilized nations?’’
